Armed Services Committee, regarding followup items from yesterday's 
briefing by the Director. Braswell said he saw no need to lormulate 
additional questions for us to respond to "for the record" so we couid 
drop this item. He said he would however provide us with a written 
statement of the Chairman's question regarding Communis c Baoc 
mobilization potential in event of a confrontation with NATO forces. 

I told Braswell we had considered his request that copies of the 
Daily Central Intelligence Bulletin, Sl/TK version, and the Daily 
Developments in Indochina, SI version, be made available to a new 
staff member, James Woolsey, but this would present us with serious 
problems. Braswell said they didn't want to be put on distribution of 
this material, but would appreciate our bringing it by for Woolsey to 
have a look at occasionally with custody of course to be retained by the 
Agency. I said I would look into the matter further but was not optimistic.
